TEL AVIV, May 6 (Agencies) — Israel's 
Defense Minister Ezer Weizman has rejected 
extremist demands for punitive action against 
Palestinians of the- occupied West Bank in 
revenge for Friday night’s killing of six 
Israelis in the Arab town of Hebron. 

But he told the Knesset die government 
had dedded to isolate Hebron and the neigh- 
boring village of Halhoul but hoped it would 
not have to take similar actions against other 
towns in the West Bank. 

Demands have been raised over the 
weekend not only for strong retaliatory 
action by security forces but for a program of 
massive Jewish settlement in the occupied 
Arab land to demons tray J sra eT s determina- 
tion to keep them under its own domination. 

But Weizman said the government had to 
take into account international opinion. 

Meanwhile thousands of Israelis, demons- 
trating their solidarity with Jewish settlers, 
headed Monday to Hebron for the funeral of 
an American- Israeli victim of Friday* s attack. 

After the solemn burial of Ameri can-bom 
EH Hazeev, 32, at sundown, die crowd was 
different One armed youth heaved a big rock 
through the windshield of an Arab pickup 
truck. Several others aimed at windows, and 
when the crowd descended to die center of 
die cmfewed city, more rods were thrown 


and bursts of automatic gunfire crackled in 
the narrow streets beside Hebron's religious 
shrine, the tomb of the Patriarch Abraham, a 
site sacred to Jews and Muslins. 

Hebron s 50.000 Arabs were in the third 
day of a round-the-clock curfew, and 3.000 
Israeli settlers who live on the edge of the dty 
were showing that Israel still was in charge. 

Arab agitations elsewhere in the West 
Bank were aggressively suppressed. Troops 
imposed a curfew on a Palestinian refugee 
camp where stone- throwing youths bad 
slightly injured an Israeli officer. 

The broader issue of Israef s security con- 
cerns reverberated in the Palestinian auton- 


omy talks in the Tel Aviv suburb of Herzlia. 
Egypt made a proposal which, according to 
Israel radio, shocked Israeli negotiators by 
suggesting firm limits on israefs military 
movements in the West Bank under a future 
Palestinian self-rule plan. 

While Israel unequivocally rejected the 
proposal, Egypt threatened a break in lower- 
level committee work unless a general set of 
security principles is agreed upon. It seemed 
for a few hours that the U.S. mediated talks 
were seriously endangered, but they con- 
tinued Tuesday to produce some tangible 
progress by May 26, the date which marks a 
full year of the so-far fruitless negotiations. 


Energy trends prompt OPEC parley 


JEDDAH. May 6 (SPA) — International 
instability and adverse trends on the energy 
front have prompted OPEC to call an 
emergency meeting for Wednesday in Taif, a 
senior OPEC official said Tuesday. 

Organization Secretary- General Rene 
Ortiz, who arrived here Monday to attend the 
meeting, said that the future of world energy 
and links between OPEC and the Third 
World will be high on the agenda. 

Sheikh Ahmad 7jki Yamani, the minister 


of petroleum and mineral resources, wffl lead 
the Saudi delegation to the meeting. The 
delegation will include Abdul Aziz Al-Turki, 
the deputy minister for petroleum. Khidr 
Harazallah, deputy minister for accounting 
and director general of economic administra- 
tion: as well as a number of economic advis- 
ers.

fighting for autonomy from the Persian- 
majority government of Ayatollah Kho- 
meini. 

All 10 hostages — 14 men and five women 
— still alive when the troops went in were 
saved and one of the gunmen was captured to 
stand trial, a spokesman said. 

Iran, which had refused to give in to the 
guerrillas’ demands for the release of 91 pris- 
oners in southern Iran, joined Britain in hail- 
ing a successful operation. President 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr cabled Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher with his gratitude for 
what he called the competence of the British 

^Mrs. Thatcher later visited the SAS assault 
group, said by police sources to have been 
drawn from British forces in Northern Ire- 
land and West gennany, to congratulate them 
“not only on behalf of Britain but on behalf of 
the rest of the world.” 

Home Secretary William Whitelaw, who 
gave the official go-ahead for the attack, told 
reporters: “The operation showed that we m 
Britain are not prepared to tolerate terrorism 
in our capital dty.” 

Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington, whose 
officials had been involved in mediation 
negotiations with the ambassadors of Syria, 
Kuwait and Jordan almost up to the minute 
the storming took place, said in Washington 
that he hoped it would be a deterrent to all 
those who are prepared to use this land of

The siege began when die five gunmen, 
describing themselves as Arabs from the 
Khuzestan region of southern Iran, took over 
die embassy at 11 JO aju last Wednesday. 
Scotland Yard experts in psychological tech- 
niques handled negotiations and believed 
they were winning the upper hand when at 
least three deadlines set by the guerrillas for 
’ killing their captives passed uneventfully. 
Talks were frequently described as cordial 
and the gunmen as flexible. Five hostages 
were freed unharmed. 

Then, after more than 120 hours, things 
began to go wrong Monday afternoon. There 
was an unexplained chance of mood by the 
gunmen, with a Scotland Yard spokesman 
Monday night saying, “They became irrit- 
able, tense and tired”. _ 

* T The Spokesman, speaking to reporters at 


the scene, gave the following sequence of 
events: 

Early in the afternoon, police beard two or 
three shots from inside the building. 

At 6 p.m. Scotland Yard Chief Sir David 
McNee made a personal written appeal to the 
guerrillas. 

“It is not our way in Britain to resort to 
violence against those who are peaceful .” Sir 
David said. “‘You have nothing to fear from 
my officers providing you do not harm those 
in your care. I firmly hope that we can now 
bring this incident to a close peacefully and 
calmly." 

The spokesman said the appeal was made 
before police knew for certain whether any- 
one had been killed in the shooting. 

The gunmen did not reply verbally to the 
plea for peace, but shortly before 7 p.m. a 
further three shots were heard — and the 
body of a hostage was pushed but of the 
embassy. 

Police, in contact with the guerrillas over a 
field telephone, were then told that further 
captives would be killed every 30 minutes. “ It 
was then decided to commit the SAS,” the 
spokesman said. 

The SAS, specially trained for sud) opera- 
tions. deployed between 30 and 40 men in the 
assault from the front, back and roof of the 
building, police sources said. They attacked 
as two huge explosions rocked the embassy 
and flames began sweeping through its four 
floors. 

Informed military sources said the SAS 
men lobbed in stun grenades similar to the 
ones they supplied to the West German 
GSG-9 anti- terrorist team that stormed a 
Lufthansa airliner hijacked to Mogadishu in 
October 1 977 to free 86 hostages. 

The grenades, developed by die SAS. 
apparently worked as well in the Iranian 
embassy as they did in Mogadishu. They 
immobilized the gunmen for up to 10 preci- 
ous seconds — enough time for the troopers 
to get in dose and knock out the gunmen 
before they had time to kill their captives. 

All four terrorists in the Mogadishu attack 
were killed. In the London siege, the SAS 
men killed three of the five gunmen and 
wounded another. 

SAS officers and non-coms also helped. 
Dutch authorities plan the assault 00 a train 
and school near Assen three years ago in 
which Moluccan terrorists held scores of hos- 
tages.

RIYADH. May 6 — Spain’s common 
interest with Saudi Arabia in Middle East 
problems has brought Prime Minister Adolfo 
Suarez Gonzalez to the Kingdom for two 
days of talks with King Khaled and key offi- 
cials. 

In an exdusive interview with Arab News 
Tuesday, Suarez said that his visit also is 
aimed at boosting Spain's trade with the 
Kingdom. 

Suarez said the region currently is 
experiencing “difficult moments,” and that 
an exchange of views is important. He said he 
looked in the economic arena for “a greater 
participation of Spanish goods and services in 
the Saudi Arabian market.” 

The prime minister answered additional 
questions on Spain's goals and position on 
world problems. 

Q — What is the purpose of your visit to 
Saudi Arabia and does it have any political 
and economic objectives. If yes, wtaai are 
they? 

A — The Saudi-Spanish relations are excel- 
lent and the historic ties binding us have been 
reinforced and updated with the personal 
friendship between our monarchs os well as 
with the development of our political and 
economical contacts. 

There is a double purpose in my visit. From 
one side, to proceed to an exchange of view- 
points on the international situation and par- 
ticularly in respect to the Middle East, in 
difficult moments, where important common 
interests are in cause. 

From the other side, I hope that this trip 
will give a new impulse to our economical 
cooperation as well as to cooperation in other 
fields. 

The basic objectives of the trip in the 
economical field could be resumed on a grea- 
ter participation of Spanish goods and ser- 
vices in the Saudi Arabian market as well as 
in a closer cooperation in the economical 
field and specifically within those sectors 
included in the plans of productive invest- 
ment. 

Q— What is Spain’s position regard:.. _■ the 
Middle East problem, the future of the 
Palestinians and their demand for a home- 
land. What is Spain's concept of a fair solu- 
tion and bow does it compare with that of the 
rest of Western Europe. Is Europe aiming at 
a proposal to solve the problem. What is it Is 
Europe communicating its ideas on this sub- 
ject to the United States? 

A — We believe it is necessary to have a 
just, peaceful and global solution of the Mid- 
dle East conflict, based on the principles and 
resolutions of United Nations. We believe 
that such solution involves, first of all. the 
recognition and the putting in practice of the 
national rights of the Palestinian people. We 


consider basic dements as well the with- 
drawal of Israel from all Arab territories 
occupied in 1967. including East Jerusalem, 
and tire right of all the states of the area to live 
in peace within safe and acknowledge bor- 
ders. It is necessary that, on these bases, all 
parts make a real effort in order to abandon 
the maximalist positions that nowadays hin- 
der a negotiated peace. 

We have endeavored in our contacts with 
the European leaders, as well as with those of 
other countries, to convince them of the 
necessity to open new channels towards such 
a solution and we believe that Europe is cal- 
led m play a role increasingly important and 
active, leading to the harmonization and get- 
ting together the legitimate interests of all 
parties. On the other hand, the United 
Nations has an important responsibility in 
this subject, and we must assume this fully. 

Q — What is your position with regard to 
the North-South dialogue and the complaint 
by the South that the underdeveloped states 
are not being fairly and generously treated by 
the richer countries . Do you think that the 
West should give more to the poorer states of 
the world, some of which are actually getting 
poorer. What is Spain doing in this connec- 
tion either by giving or urging its partners to 
give? 

A — Spain considers, even in the actual 
circumstances of political and economic crisis 
at a world- wide scale, that the negotiations 
North-South should continue in an atmos- 
phere of cooperation 2nd not of confronta- 
tion. In this respect, in the context of the 
United Nations. At the end of summer global 
negotiations will begin. Along with others the 
following points will be discussed: How to 
fight inflation, food and raw materials, exter- 
nal financing and energy. 

My country, will participate, actively in the 
next global negotiations. In any case, it 
should be kept in mind that. Spain is. in 
within the context of the North-South con- 
versations. a country in internal economic 
development and in consequence can not 
participate in the solidarity help programs 
wit’-, tiie same measures as the other highly 
industrialized ones. Despite this limitations, 
lht government of Spain created in 1976 an 
institutional mechanism to help poor coun- 
tries in development, the fund of Help 
Development, which is in charge of granting 
loans and credits in concessionaire conditions 
to those countries. 

On the other hand, Spain through its tech- 
nical assistant programs, is largely cooperat- 
ing with the economic development o* macy 
countries offering experience of our owr. 
technological development aDd most of all. of 
adaptation of foreign technology to tin sndus- 
trial infrastructure of medium type, which i>

Five years after revolution 

Ethiopia’s Mengistu fails 
to consolidate power base

LONDON, May 6 (OFNS) — It has 
become fashionable to take the view, as 
expressed by Mrs. Indira Gandhi in speak- 
ing of Afghanistan, that it is wrong for the 
victims of Soviet military interventions to 
call on strong allies to help them resist the 
Russians. The argument is that any West- 
ern military response serves only to 
strengthen the Russian^ stubbornness. 

Yet another fashionable response to 
situations in which Communists are 
militarily engaged is to blame opponents 
of a Marxist regime which is maintained in 
power largely by Soviet and Cuban arms 
of risking “destabilizing’' the area. 

This was the view taken by Dr. Conor 
Cruise O’Brien in his recent series of arti- 
cles in The Observer on the Horn of Africa. 
“It is probable.” he wrote, “that some 
people are now considering ideas for ‘des- 
tabilizing’ Ethiopia’s revolutionary 
regime, both internally and externally.” 
But who other than the Soviet bloc and 
Cuba are responsible for helping to “des- 
tabilize" the Horn — first by the military 
support they gave to Somalia and, for the 
last five years, through their massive arms 
supplies and the presence, even now, of 
14.000 Cuban combat troops? 

Ever since 1976 the Western powers 
have responded to the conflict in the Horn 
of Africa in exactly the way Mrs. Gandhi 
and others propose for Afghanistan; they 
meticulously abstained from supplying 
arms to any of the parties engaged in the 
conflict; they gave b uge sums of money for 
economic aid (Ethiopia, for example, is 
the largest single recipient of EEC aid in 


the Third World); and they patiently pur- 
sued diplomatic means to get die Cubans 
and Russians out of Ethiopia, while leav- 
ing the negotiations mainly to the regional 
powers. 

This approach has met with a complete 
lack of success in the Horn; so, why should 
one suppose that it is likely to work any 

better in A fghanistan? 

O’Brien found Addis Ababa a calm 
city, but he did not say that it was the calm 
of the graveyard; all opposition has been 
savagely curbed; executions are frequent 
and summary; nobody can be sure how 
many political prisoners fill Ethiopia’s 
jails — 30,000 to 50,000, that would be 
the very least. And, as in Stalin's time 
many are dissenting Marxists. 

Even the harmless women and children 
of the late emperor's family remain 
incarcerated after nearly seven years; 
none has ever been brought to trial. They 
are simply left to rot. 

There is ample evidence to show that 
Ethiopia’s Marxist revolution is being 
imposed, with Soviet and Cuban help, on 
an unwilling population. The entire Erit- 
rean province is still in open revolt, 
despite the presence of more than 80.000 
Ethiopian troops supported by Warsaw 
Pact generals and other miitary advisers. 

In the neighboring province of Tigre, 
the revolt among the peasants has been 
spreading steadily. 

The largely Somali- inha bited Ogaden 
province remains a battlefield. Only last 
month over 800 Ethiopians died there. In 
the next-door province of Bale, the 
Oromos (Gall as) still patrol most of the 
territory.

Nor is this “internal destabilization” 
caused by the opposition to Mengistu 
Haile Mariam's regime the result of fore- 
ign intervention. The West gives no sup- 
port of any kind — not even lip service — 
to their resistance. 

Because the Somalis have proved 
themelves to be so stubbornly nationalist 
in their resistance, they have naturally 
invited massive retaliatory violence. And. 
with neither side ready to yield ground, 
the Ogaden remains a battleground. 

Almost one million Somalis are now 
refugees. Intentionally or not, this might 
turn exit to be Mengistu’ s “filial solution” 
for die Somali problem in the Ogaden — 
but tins remains to be seen. 

The fact is that, after five years, the 
Ethiopian revolution is still a very long 
way from being consolidated. For all his 
thoroughness and political ability, Men- 
gistu has not yet managed to establish his 
own power. Stalin-like purges occur regu- 
larly within the ruling elite. Nobody can be 
sure of the final outcome. 

Nor is it even dear whether Mengistu 
for all his Communist professions is 
indeed a Marxist- Leninist or just another 
Third World radical nationalist. 


Two Yemens 
agree on 
joint projects 

ADEN, May 6 (R) — North and South 
Yemen have agreed to set up joint economic 
projects and coordinate their development 
plans as a step toward unification, a joint 
statement said Tuesday. 

The statement, issued at the end of a four- 
day visit to Aden by North Yemeni Prime 
Minister Abdul- Aziz Abdulghani, said prime 
areas for joint projects were industry, mining 
and transport. 

Abdulghani is the highest- ranking North 
Yemeni official to visit the south since it won 
independence from Britain in 1967. But the 
presidents of both Yemens met in Kuwait a 
year ago after a border war and agreed on 
unifying their countries. 

South Yemen’s President Ali Nasser 
Muhammad announced after a final round of 
talks with Abdulghani Tuesday morning that 
he would soon meet North Yemeni President 
Ali Abdullah Saleh for important unity talks. 

The two countries also condemned "all 
forms of military intervention or aggression 
against the peoples of the area including the 
American military aggression against Iran.” 

Hussein to visit Iraq 

AMMAN, May 6 (R) — King Hussein of 
Jordan will visit Iraq within the next few days 
for talks with President Saddam Hussein oa 
current Arab developments, the royal palace 
has announced.

U.S. group to combat anti -Arab bias

WASHINGTON, May 6 — The 
American- Arab Anti- Discrimination Com- 
mittee (AAADC), brainchild of former 
Senator James Abourezk, held its first 
organizing meeting this past weekend aimed 
at creating a nationwide organization to 
combat Anti-Arab prejudice in America. 

Saturday’s meeting, attended by promi- 
nent Arab- Americans and delegates from 
numerous Arab groups in the U.S., took the 
first steps toward setting up a national bead 
quarters and regional coordinating commit- 
tees in each of the 50 American states. 

Organized by Abourezk and Palestine 
human rights campaign Chairman James 
Zogby, the committee describes itself as an 
“advocacy association” primarily designed to 
protect the rights of “people of Arab des- 
cent.” 

The AAADC plans to work with other 


Arab- American groups and individuals to 
combat stereotyping of Arabs in the U.S. 
media and discrimination against Arab 
Americans in employment, education and 
political life. 

The committee will initiate legal action if 
necessary to halt specific instances of anti- 
Arab discrimination, the organizers 

A transitional committee was set up daring 
Saturday s organizing meeting. 

Eventually the AAADC plans to form a 
national advisory board (composed of Arab 
and non-Arab Americans), an executive 
board, a national office and state coordinat- 
ing committees. 

In undertaking legal actions, the group will 
work with such organizations as the newly 
founded Arab- American Bar Association 
and non-Arabs alike.

Official sources explained that Mugabe's 
whole attitude towards foreign investment 
was one of “persuading*' potential investors 
to accept that they should provide practical 
benefits for the country as well as the inves- 
tor. 

The sources said that it was likely that the 
new government would view any potential 
investment with regard to the benefits it 
would bring the country, particularly in pro- 
viding employment for its growing work 
force. 

The government was therefore likely to 
give preference to any company or investor 
who would make a substantial contribution to 
the country before remitting profits outside 
Zimbabwe, the sources said. 


Belgrade prepares for Tito funeral 


BELGRADE, May 6 (AP) — As 
thousands of Yugoslavs filed past the coffin 
of President Josip Broz Tito, Belgrade pre- 
pared Tuesday for an immense state funeral. 

Yugoslavia's Communist party presidium 
and other top leaders scheduled a special 
meeting Tuesday to honor the wartime parti- 
san leader who died Sunday at the age of 87. 

lines of people waiting to see the Tito 
casket Stretched for blocks in two directions 
outside Yugoslavia's floodlit parliament 
building Monday night 

Tbe public viewing of Tito's closed oak 
casket covered with a gold-fringed satin flag, 
was to continue around the dock for more 
than two days. 

It was to end only for a Thursday funeral to 
be attended by British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher. Chinese leader Hua 
Guofeng, King Olav of Norway, Kail Gustav 
of Sweden, U.S. Vice President Walter Mon- 
dale and leaders from scores of other nations. 

Belgrade remained calm Monday night 
after the evening arrival of Tito's gleaming 
blue personal train, bringing his casket into 
tie city's 19th century train station. 

“We shall carry on Tito's work,” said a 
large headline in an edition of the party 
newspaper Borba devoted almost entirely to 
Tito's death and career. 

Thousands of extra newspapers were 
printed to report the start of formal cere- 
monies. Young people hired to sell the extra 
copies gave some away without charge to pas- 
senby. 


Extra military guards were stationed in the 
area of the parliament building. Others, off 
duly after the day’s ceremonies, casually 
waited the streets and stood with their rifles 
among customers in shops. 

Yugoslav and Communist party banners 
flew at half staff on buildings throughout the 
city. Theaters remained dosed as part of a 
week erf official mourning. A black-trimmed 
portrait of Tito stood behind the locked glass 
doors of one of the city* s most popular movie 
houses. 

Other portraits were placed in nearly every 
store window in tbe dty and black streamers 
flew from some dty taxis and buses. 

Most dignitaries were expected to begin 
arriving for the state funeral on Wednesday, 
which would have been Tito's 88th birthday. 

The legendary leader, ruler of Yugoslavia 
for 35 years, died 106 days after the amputa- 
tion of his left leg to remove a blood circula- 
tion blockage, ids death was blamed on com- 
plications which developed after the opera- 
tion. 

Tito's body was watched over by blue- 
uniformed troops of his personal guard as 
public viewers filed past the closed casket 
The coffin lay atop a catafalque surrounded 
by red cushions holding his medals. 

Tito's state funeral is expected to be one of 
the most impressive since World War II, 
drawing dignitaries from both East and West 
and from the movement of non-aligned coun- 
tries of which Tito was the last living founder.

NEW YORK, May 6(R$ — Thefinal leg of 
the presidential primary season opened 
Tuesday with Preside it Timmy Carter and 
Ronald Reagan apparently destined for their 
parties' nominations despite signs of public 
dissatisfaction with both men. The Democra- 
tic president and the former Californian 
Republican governor are now within reach of 
he delegate numbers they need to secure 
first ballot victories at their parties' summer 
nominating conventions.

But as last Saturday 1 s primary in Texas, the 
country* s third biggest state, showed, the two 
men ate limping towards nomination rather 
than marching steadily along. 

Both Carter and Reagan won the majority 
of Texas delegates but they fared less well in 
the non-binding popular section of the prim- 
ary. Reagan scored only 51.7 per cent of the 
popular vote with the rest going to his last 


Republican rival, former United Nations 
Ambassador George Bush. 

On die Democratic side, the president beat 
his rival Senator Edward Kennedy by a two- 
t o- one mar gin but more than 20 per cent erf 
die vote went “uncommitted” a sign that many 
Texas Democrats were unhappy at the pros- 
pect of a second Carter term in the White 
House. 

Previous public opinion polls have showed 
that almost half the American electorate is 
uncomfortable at the prospect .of voting for- 
either Carter or Reagan in the national elec- 
tion.

Olympic Committee meeting in Rome to 
march at Moscow under the Olympic, rather 
than national flags, “was totally in conformity 
with the Olympic charter." 

The charter modification adopted by the 
IOC in February at Lake Placid allows the 
national committees to use the Olympic flag 
and anthem or national ones at Olympic 
ceremonies. National Olympic Committee 
banners and anthems, as distinct from 
national or Olympic ones, must be approved 

by the IOC. 

Both the Lake Placid and Rome decisions 
were Laken to depoliticize the Moscow 
Olympics and avoid a boycott of the games by 
countries protesting the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan. 

"The Rome decision conforms to the 
Olympic charter and to discussion which the 
IOC has recently had with representatives of 
European countries at Lausanne. In addition, 
the Soviets have always said that they would 
respect the charter.” Berlioux said. 

The IOC director said that Olympic regula- 
tions are the responsibility’ of the IOC and 
that the organizers of the games, who are 
from Moscow in this case, are not free to 
accept or refuse regulations according to how 
they view things.

Indy speeds unlikely record setters 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 6( AP) — Practice 
speeds nudged 190 mph (305 kmph) at the 
Indianpolis Motor Speedway again Monday, 
but with new U.S. Auto Gub restrictions in 
effect, they* re not likely to come even dose to 
the record of more than 202 mph ( 325 kph) 
set two years ago by Tom Sneva. 

USAC daims that safety is the reason for 
its rules on manifold pressure, which hold 
down horsepow’er and thus the speed. But the 
issue was one of the central points in the 
detection by championship auto raring teams 
late in 1 978. Even with the tentative truce, 
with both factions running together under the 
banner of Championship Racing League, the 
base feelings haven’t changed. 

“The main reason we went to the manifold 
limits (4S inches of boost this year) was that 


speeds were going out of sight, and this track, 
at least, just wasn't built for speeds that fast.”

Ever since 1 973. when two drivers and a pit 
crewman died and a number of spectators 
were burned in a nighmarish series of mis- 
haps. the speedway and USAC have made 
safety a top priority. 

Reducing the amount of fuel on board, 
moving the tank away from the right side of 
the car — where contact with the wall would 
be most likely in a crash — and the restric- 
tions on speed weren't all. USAC also instal- 
led crash-worthy fuel cells with breakaway 
valves between the tank and the engine. And 
it’s worked. Since 1 973. there have been very 
few serious crashes, almost none involving 
fire and no deaths.

6 (AP) — Franz Beckenbauer says, “It’s still

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POSITIVE SIDE 

If there is a positive side to the tragic and violent way in 
which the siege of the Iranian embassy in London ended, it is 
in the credit the British government must have gained with 
Iran, whose president, Abolhassan Bani-Sadr, hastened to 
send his thanks to British Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher. 
This places Britain in a strong position to mediate between 
Iran and the United States over the question of the American 
hostages held in Iran. 

Britain's position oh this matter has been closely identified 
with the United States. Yet the possibility of such a mediation 
is not so remote, given Britain's current view, as Foreign 
Minister Lord Carrington expressed it in America recently, of 
the inadvisability of any military solution to the question. 
Britain is worried that a further military adventure in Iran 
would have very serious repercussion in the Gulf area, with all 
that this implies to the economy and safety of the rest of the 
world. 

Lord Carrington also conveyed to President Carter and his 
advisers the view that the crisis in Afghanistan, which has been 
relegated to the background in favor of that over the hostages, 
is the more serious one in the long run. This evaluation has 
been a cause of friction between the United States and its 
allies, to the extent that some observers have seen in the 
present American neglect of Afghanistan a measure of 
appeasement, being a part of a price for a return to detente. 
While the view is admittedly extreme, it certainly has it hear- 
ers in the West, for whom it confirms the old lesson that when 
it comes to the relations between the great powers and the 
smaller nations, principles tend to go by the board in favor of 
accommodation among the strong. 

THE LESSER EVIL 

The Texas primaries show that President Cartel' s campaign 
for reelection is marching on ahead after the recent painful 
stumbles. The victory over Sena tor Kennedy was by a decisive 
two to one majority. The incumbent's harvest of delegate 
votes stands now at 1200, well on the way to the 1666 required 
:;j tor the Democratic nomination . Kennedy lags badly behind at 
7 no more than around 600 delegates. 

On the Republican side, Reagan only jnst beat Bush. Yet 
>; the overall picture is similar to what is happening in the 
Democratic Party. Reagan has around 600 votes, out of a total 
ot 999 required for the Republican nomination. Reagan, orig- 
inally a min ority taste even within his own party, is enjoying a 
measure ot national popularity. The phrase, “President 
Reagan” is heard a lot But the probability is that he will prove 
no match to Carter in the elections. 

The Texas results have demonstrated that American public 

opinion supports Carter's handling of foreign affairs, despite 
the severe setbacks the United States has been experiencing. 
It is probable that this will continue, barring, of course, further 
disasters where it concerns the American hostages in Iran, 
Carter s opponents seem to have got this message loud and 
clear. The burden of their attack on the administration has 
shifted to the problems of the economy. 

Questions of handling the economy, however, are by their 
very nature controversial, and little electoral capital can be 
. drawn out of them. This, at least has been Kennedy’s experi- 
ence up to now, who had only his New York win to show for 
his efforts in this direction. 

The Arabs cannot but look with satisfaction at the receding 
■ of Kennedy’s hopes for the presidency. Despite ail of their 
objection ro Carter's handling of the problem of the Middle 
East, he remains very much the lesser evil as far as they are 
-l concerned. 
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Afghanistan tribesmen smash Soviet relief force

QUETTA — 

Tribesmen in Hazarajat, the mountainous region 
of central Afghanistan, have checked and broken 
19 a powerful Soviet force attempting to relieve 
Bamian, the provincial capital, which has changed 
hands three times over the past year. 

A combined force of 400 Soviet tan ks and milit- 
ary tracks has been split into three isolated groups 
on the route to Bamian, at Doabi Mekh-i-Zarin, 
Talobafaq ami Anardarra, since the beginning of 
April. Fierce fighting is going on along the moun- 
tainpasses, where Soviet air power had been unable 
to intervene. 

Although most of the region is entirely under the 
control of Hazara tribesmen, intense guerrilla war is 
being fought in Bamiyan province, northwest of 
Kabul, and in Ghazni, southwest of the capital, mi 
the fringe of Hazarajat. 

Hazara leaders in Quetta say that since the Soviet 
offensives in the two provinces, some 650 Russians 
have been killed and more than 40 tanks destroyed. 
The cost to the guerrillas has been high, mainly 
because there are no medical facilities in the coun- 


tryside of Hazarajat, by far the pooerst region of 
Afghanistan. 

The sole dispensary has used up its supplies of 
medicine and dressings, and only a trickle of medi- 
cal aid has come through the border route from 
Quetta. 

Only one doctor is available in the entire region, 
after a purge of the small dass of Hazara intellectu- 
als under die Taraki and Amin regimes. 

The 80,000 Hazaras settled in Pakistan, many of 
them born in Quetta, have provided irregular medi- 
cal supplies, and also help to treat die “walking 
wounded", who are fit enough to cope with the 
journey on foot taking up to two weeks from 
Bamiyan across to Quetta. 

The leadership of die Hazara resistance is cen- 
tered on the small town of Waris, in Bamiyan pro- 
vince, where representatives of each district form 
an “independent government of Hazarajat 1 '. This 
body, the Shura or consultative assembly, was 
formed nine months ago from 17 districts and has 
grown 10 indude all 42 Hazara districts. 

Each district is administered by a komiteh — the 
same tide was used for the popular committees 
during the Iranian revolution. Though the Hazaras 


axe Persian- speaking Shins, they have no direct con- 
tact with Iran, and are a Mongol people long settled 
in central Afghanistan. 

Hazara leaders daim their people number six 
million, but a more accepted figure is three million 
— about one-fifth of the total Afghan population. 
Becuase of their fighting qualities Hazaras formed 
more than half the Afghan army. 

Now that at least half the Afghan army’s 100,000 
men have deserted or been lolled, a large body of 
deserters is available in Hazarajat, and trained 
officers are being widely used as commanders in 
many districts. 

A system of short-term military service has been 
introduced by the kondtehs in each district, where 
one man in turn from each household does 15 days’ 
service. One surprising asset in the guerrilla war is 
the ease of communication between districts as the 
telephone system in Hazarajat has survived the dvil 
war almost intact. 

Hazaras are poorly armed, and have so far cap- 


tured little in the way of military supplies, butwhei 
Hazara komitehs have ammunition, they hav 
taken the offensive. 

Leadership has come from a small group of Haz 
ara intellectuals and tribal leaders, of whom fh 
most active is Wall Beg. president of India 
Mujaheddin Hami Afghanistan (Unity of hfenffl 
Fighters). 

Wah Beg was an MP before parliament was sup 
pressed under Daoutf s rale, and is a noted advocat 
of Hazara demands. At present he is in Tehraf 
apparently trying to obtain assistance for the god 
rflla war. 

Another prominent Hazara is Hadji Nadir Al 
Ala 1 dad, also a former MP. Aged 48, he languish? 
for years in prison under Daoud, Taraki and Amis 
but was released four months ago by Babrak Kaf 
mal, in the hope that the Hazara leader would brin 
peace to his region.

Easing U.S.-Soviet tension

FRANKFURT — 

West German Chancellor Helmut Sdmridt will 
take his time before letting Moscow know whether 
“early summer” is convenient for his proposed visit 
to the Soviet capita}. 

He has already consulted the country s two prin- 
cipal allies, France and the United States. The trip 
would probably be the first by a senior Western 
head of government since the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan last December. 

But there is little doubt that the German chancel- 
lor will eventually take up the invitation, originally 
made during Brezhnev’s visit to Bonn in May 1 978. 
For the Soviets to re-activate the offer of talks with 
Brezhnev is the kind of signal the West German 
government had hoped for in the wake of the 
Afghanistan adventure. 

Schmidt has grown increasingly worried about 
the breakdown in communications between 
Washington and Moscow. Although neither wanted 
a war, he said recently, they had no adequate 
strategy on avoiding a conflagration. Neither side 
was talking openly about its fundamental aims and 
interests. He called on all the parties to “put them- 
selves in the position of their opponents.’' 

While Schmidt has no desire to cast himself in the 
role a go-between, his talks with the Soviet leader- 
ship could dear the air and contribute to a clearer 
perception of Moscow's ultimate goals after 
Af ghanis tan as well as impress on the Russians the 
need to pull back from the abyss of a third world 


Schmidt has been quoted as comparing the pres- 
ent situation with that in July 1 914. In feet, it was 
not his own analogy, but the subject of an article in 
the American quarterly Foreign Affairs by Profes- 
sor Miles Kahler of Princeron University. Unfortu- 
nately, Schmidt said, the analogy was not “com- 
pletely false". Military thinking still played an 
excessive role today. 

If and when the chancellor goes to Moscow — 
probably in June — he will appeal to Brezhnev to 
make the pursuit of peace his first priority rather 
than the designs of bis military planners. There is 
still a risk that this appeal win fall on deaf ears. That 
is why Schmidt wants to make sure before bis visit 
that the Russians are ready to discuss concrete 
peace-saving measures like disarmament 

Talks on an agreement to abandon the disloca- 
tion of new medium-range nudear missies in 
Europe could be the starting-point on the road back 
to reason. 

It is meanwhile reported that the East German 
leadership is as disturbed about the Afghanistan 
crisis as Bonn. Although East Berlin publicly 
defends the Soviet position, a leading East German 
clergyman, Bishop Schoenherr. said in an interview 
with a West Berlin radio station recently that there 
was no great enthusiasm amongst East Germany’s 
leaders about the Soviet involvement in Afghanis- 
tan. But East Germany could not opt out of its 
obligations to Moscow. 

The strong interest which the USSR is showing in 
mending fences with the West after the Afghanistan 
adventure could mean for the East Germans that 
the Soviets will allow them a looser rein than 
before. (OFNS) 


Riots threaten Indian unity

CALCUTTA — 

Seven months of unabated rioting in India’s 
northeastern state of Assam presents the most seri- 
ous threat to the country s ethnic and linguistic 
unity so far faced by Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 

Bangladeshi President Ziaur Rahman also fears 
that if Assam racists have their way, his 
impoverished and overpopulated country might be 
fiooded with million of refugees. 

Trying to break the impasse, Mrs. Gandhi flew to 
the capital town of Gauhau on April 12 but 
retained to New Delhi rebuffed within nine hours. 

An attempt to send in the army with “shoot to 
kfll” orders was set aside by the local high court, and 
the arrest of thousands of demonstrators on a single 
day has made no dent in this explosive display of 
youth power, imprisonment being regarded as a 
status symbol. 

Young leaders erf the All- Assam Students Union 
and of 1 1 organiptions grouped under the People's 
Straggle Committee complain that the Assamese 
(who are Hindus of Mongolian stock) are in a 
minority in their own homeland. 

Their anger is directed at Bengalis who have lived 
in the area since the J 9th century, before the British 
carved out Assam as a separate province, and even 
more at Hindus fleeing religious persecution in East 
Pakistan (now Bangladesh). 

While political parties sit on the fence, youth 
leaders are bent on getting rid of these “foreig- 
ners’’. 

Forty Bengalis were murdered in January, 5,000 
houses looted and burned, and about 20,000 people 


forced to flee to West Bengal. 

More ominous, from Mrs. Gandhi's point of 
view, is the ease with which “Assam for die Assam- 
ese" campaigners have paralyzed life. 

Schools and colleges remain dosed. Letters are 
not delivered. Trains and buses have stopped run- 
ning. No one goes to work any more. Shops have 
pulled down their shutters. 

There is a complete blockade erf Assam’s major 
exports; tea, jute and oil. Picketing by women and 
children has stopped production at the oil fields, 
whose annual 4.6 million tons of crude meet one- 
seventh of India’s needs. The daily loss is calculated 
at $ 4 million. 

Claiming there are about five million illegal 
immigrants from Bangladesh (the figure appears to 
be grossly exaggerated), Assamese are demanding 
deportation of everyone who entered the state after 
1951. 

Mrs. Gandhi is understandably worried about 
repercussions in West Bengal and Bangladesh, 
neither of which is prepared to take in Assam's 
rejected population. She has greater reason to be 
concerned about the danger of Assam's militants 
making common cause with ethnic rebels in Naga- 
land, Manipur, Tripura, Meghalaya, Mizoram and 
other parts of India's troubled northeast.

Jeddah's impossible dream

JEDDAH — Once again Jeddah Players 
and Saudi Equity Theatre bring the season to 
a dose with a flourish with their ninth joint 
musical production "Man nf La Mancha". 
They have excellent material to work with for 
this opera is superb. 

First staged in 1965. it is American play- 
wright Dale Wasserman’s adaptation of Cer- 
vantes' "Don Ouixote". 

The contemporary interpretation by Was- 
serman deviates slightly from the original to 
indude the author in the production. He 
brings to bear some aspects of Cervantes’ 
own life which may have influenced his writ- 
ing of “Don Ouixote.”^ 

The play is set in a prison in sixteenth cen- 
tuty Seville, where Cervantes has been taken 
to await trial by the Inquisition for an offense 
against the authorities. The aging and 
improverished poet-actor lives out the tales 
of his yet unrecognized materpiece "Don 
Ouixote”, for the common folk who are his 
fellow prisoners. His portrayal of figures and 
events are familiar to the simplest and give 
hope of release from the cold cruelty of the 

world. 

Through delicate changes of lighting and 
props, the prison becomes the setting for the 
various events in his story. 

His cell mates become the diameters in the 

navel. . 

After each senes of episodes, we are taken 

back to the prison vault where the inmates 
challenge Cervantes’ philosophy and become 
more involved in his fanciful tale of knight- 
errant Don Quixote. 

The set changes in the Jeddah production 
are handled with precision as are both the 
musical accompaniment and the actors’ 
changes of roles. The cast of 28, slips with 
ease from prison to fantasy. 

The narrative line is taken directly from 


Cervantes' familiar satire. Alfonso Ourjana. 
a soft-spoken old country gentleman, has 
read so many romances that he now trembles 
on the brink of insanity. He becomes Don 
Quixote dc La Mancha, a knight in search of 
noble causes. 

The demanding combined lead role Cer- 
vantes — ■ .ana — Quixote is superbly 
handled by layne Montgomery. His changes 
of character are remarkable, his embodimant 
of insame idealism, mesmerizing. Montgom- 
ery. who has a seasoned background in 
choreography and ballet, has powerful stage 
presence, not only through his voice and per- 
sona, but also his sheer grace and strength of 
movement. 

Ouixote is convinced that he is living in the 
days of chivalry, as he sets out to save the 
world, in a suit of ancient armor. He is 
accompanied by that personification of 
common sense the Fool to Quixote’s Lear. 
Sancfao Panza, played by him Cook. Com- 
mendable in this production Cook has previ- 
ous experience on the Jeddah stage and was 
active in the Crown Players of Tehran before 
coming here. 

The leading woman's role in the play is 
Aldonza, a simple serving girl and trollop at 
an Inn which Ouixote sees as a castle. For him 
she becomes an ideal woman. “Every knight 
must have his lady” and he dubs her dulcinea. 
the guiding light of bis wanderings. 

Connie Morrison makes her debut on the 
Jeddah stage as Dulcinea. Singer, musician 
and consummate actress, Morrison lights up 
the stage with her vigoT and vitality. 

The mad knight comes off badly in his 
attempts to deal with the world but because 
he struggles so valiantly his most Judilrous 
adventures often take on profound ironic 
truth. 

The show opens at 8:00 pjn. on Wednes- 
day and doses Thursday at The Player’s 
Playhouse. 
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OECD chief calls for 
energy, inflation checks 


; MADRID, May 6 (AP) — Describing the 
current world economic situation as difficult, 
file secretary-general of the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and Development 
(OECD), Emile Van Lennep, said Monday 
priority attention must be devoted to infla- 
tion and energy. 

He spoke at a five-day International Sym- 
posium on Industrial Policies for the 8(fs, 
opened by King Juan Carlos. It is attended by 
more than 250 government officials, 
businessmen, labor leaders and university 
professors not only from OECD countries 
but also from a number of other countries. 
The symposium was organized by the Spanish 
Industry and Energy Ministry in cooperation 
with an under the patronage of the OECD. 

. “After the huge oil price increase of 
1 979-80, a period of slow economic growth is 
inevitable,” Van Lennep said. “But we must 
make fullest possible use of that period to 
consolidate and to ensure that the conditions 
for a return to stable sustained growth are 
■created. 

“We must bring inflation under control. 

Credit for Hunt silver 
fully backed, bank says 

BASEL, Switzerland, May 6 (AP) — Swiss 
.Bank Corporation said Monday it is not wor- 
ried about mu] timillion-doUar credits it bad 
awarded the American Hunt brothers 
involved in huge silver dealings - 

A spokesman for corporation, one of the 
country’s “big three” banks, said its total cre- 
dits to Nelson Bunker Hunt and William 
Herbert Hunt exceeded $200 million at one 
lime — as they had testified before the U.S. 
Congress Friday. 

But the spokesman said the bank considers 
these as “normal credit positions which are 
fully covered.” He added the amounts had 
been considerably reduced in recent weeks, 
and there is no cause for concern for the 
bank. 


The oil-importing countries must see to it 
that the real income loss resulting from 
higher oil prices does not fall on profits whidi 
are essential for the generation of new 
investment, but that it is absorbed by all 
income earners on an equitable basis," he 
said.

Japan urges import 
of U.S. auto parts 

TOKYO, May 6 (AP) — The Japanese 
government is asking the nation's automak- 
ers to triple their imports of U.S.-made auto 
parts in 1980 to ease tensions caused by 
Japan’s suige of auto exports into the U.S. 
market. Officials of the Intern ational Trade 
and Industry Ministry (MTTI) said automak- 
ers are being urged to import $125 million 
worth of auto parts in 1980, compared to 
$37.5 million in 1978. MTTI will also send a 
high-level United States in late June to stimu- 
late auto part purchases and study the pos- 
sibilities for investment in the United States, 
officials said. 

They said talks are now underway with the 
Finance Ministry on cutting import duties for 
car components, with duties on some items to 
be elimina ted. De tails on die mission to the 
United States and the duties will be worked 
out when U.S. chief trade negotiator Reuben 
Askew goes to Tokyo from May 11 for a 
second round of talks begun in late April on 
U.S.- Japan auto trade issues.

NEW YORK, May 6 (AP) — The prime 
lending rate dipped Monday to its lowest 
level in two months when Morgan Guaranty 
Trust Co., the fiftfa-iaigest US. commeraaJ 
bank, cut its rate one ftdl point to 1 7.5 per 
cent Some hantre matched the new rate and 
others made smaller cats to 18 per cent, but 
most stayed at the prevailing rate of 18.5 per 
cent, whici was set just last week.

Let's assume you’re East 
and your partner leads a 
diamond against three 
no trump. Dummy plays the 
queen, which you win wife the 
ace, but what would you do 
next? You shouldn't 
automatically return 
partner’s suit, especially since 
declarer, by playing dummy’s 
queen, seems to be trying to 
get you to do so. 

Note feat in the actual case 
South easily scores nine tricks 
if you return a diamond. But 
the correct return of the deuce 


of hearts defeats fee contract, 
and the question is how you 
can know this from the limited 
evidence at hand. 

Your first obligation, at 
trick one, is to try to figure out 
declarer’s distribution. The 
easiest way to do that is to 
analyze, from the bidding, 
how many cards declarer is 
likely to have in each suit. 

Tins, it is easy to conclude 
that South started with 
exactly four diamonds. West 
led his fourth-best diamond, 
the three, and must have the 
deuce because, if South bad 
the deuce, he would have five 
diamonds, which is impossible 
on the bidding. 

You also know that South 
has three s ppd ea — neither 
more nor less. (He would have 
raised spades again wife four 
of them.) That accounts far 7 
of declarer’s 13 cards, 
w Declarer is also apt to have 
exactly four dubs — not 
simply because he bid the suit, 
but because he presumably 
would have bid one no trump 
over one spade with 3-3-4-S 
distribution. Hie can’t have 
five dubs, because feat would 
give him a singleton heart — 
obviously inconsistent with 
the bidding. 

It follows from all this that 
South’s distribution is S-2-4-4. 
So, at trick two, you play a low 
heart won by West wife fee 
queen. He returns his fourth- 
best heart, on which you 
follow low, and South is then 
sure to go down one.

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Murder of students 


enrages Afghans 


NEW DELHI, May 6 (AP) — There is a 
sihall shop on KabuT s Chicken Street that has 
been dosed since the start of the Afghan 
children’s revolt 

Merchant Abdul Hakim shuttered his tiny 
store crowded with stacks of Oriental rugs 
when he heard that his only children, two 
daughters, had been shot by Russian occupa- 
tion troops in an anti-Soviet street demonst- 
ration described by witnesses as ■ “ almost 
suicidal. ” 

There are today many grieving Kabul 
fathers like Hakim. Kabul seethes with rage 
over the shooting deaths of at least 65 school- 
children between the ages of 1 2 and 1 7, many 
of them girls who led some of the protests. 
Seventeen pro-government students also 
were killed, a Marxist woman school princi- 
pal was lynched and at least two Russian sol- 
diers were injured, both seriously. 

An account of the disturbances was pieced 
together here from interviews with Western 
travelers and an Afghan eyewitness, who like 
the other sources declined to be indentified. 

The revolt, the bloodiest disturbance since 
300 persons were killed last February in 
anti-Soviet protests, began April 21 when 
high school students refusing to attend the 
unveiling of the new national flag rioted. 

A passing Russian army jeep was stopped 
by the teen-aged boys who dragged its driver 
from the vehicle and beat him. 

The soldier was rescued by troops in 
armored personnel earners. They fired into 
die crowd but the number of casualties was 
not known. 

Violence again shook the capital five days 
later when students of Habibia High School, 
the city’s largest, stoned a limousine carrying 
the Soviet ambassador and visiting Party Sec- 
retary Mikhail Zimbyauin on Darulaman 
Road. 

An armed escort fired on the demons- 
trators, killing several . The bodies of die dead 
were earned back to the high school, whose 
800 students stormed from their classrooms, 
shouting anti-Soviet slogans. 

“ Death to the killers, death to Babrak 
Karmal, death to Leonid Brezhnev, ” they 
yelled at a Russian armored unit that sur- 
rounded the school grounds and opened fire, 
killing 13 on the spot and wounding 60, five 
of whom later died. 

The news of the incident quickly spread 
through the city and students of other educa- 
tional institutions rose up, some 2,000 strong, 
in massive protests against the killings. 

Outside the Baharastan Cinema, students 
dashed with Russian soldiers. One young 
enlisted man was grabbed by knife- wielding 
demonstrators who put out both of his eyes. 

Numerous reports circulated of pro- 
Karmal students in the high schools and at 
Kabul University being fatally stabbed by 
nationalist dassmates. There was no indica- 
tion of underground rebel groups’ master- 
minding the uprising, which appeared to be a 
spontaneous venting of hatred against the 
Soviet occupation troops. 

The state- run television, which is seen only 


in Kabul, denied any shooting deaths, which 
it d aimed was false propaganda churned out 
by the United States, Egypt, China and Pakis- 
tan. 

“ But we could see die bodies of the 
schoolgirls in the road. ” said a capital resi- 
dent on his arrival in New Delhi. 

What has caused an emotional upheaval in 
the dty of 600,000 were numerous marches 
led by unarmed schoolgirls. They jeered at 
Afghan soldiers, who uniformly refused to 
fire despite orders from Russian officers. The 
protesters shouted verbal abuse hitherto 
unheard of by females in Afghanistan's tradi- 
tional Muslim society, Afghan sources said. 

Near the walled royal palace, now die 
pro- Moscow regime’s headquarters and cal- 
led the “ People’s House.” a European 
watched as a schoolgirl repeatedly slapped 
the face of one Afghan infantryman who lost 
control of his AK-47 assault rifle. 

The girl picked up the weapon, declaring, 
41 1 would not shoot my own countrymen. ” 

A Russian officer called on the soldiers to 
open fire but they refused to obey the order. 
A Soviet soldier stood in the hatch of an 
armored vehide and fired a burst of bullets, 
mortally wounding the student. 

Middle-age Afghan women, at first 
shocked at the girls’ behavior stood watching 
the spectacle as five more unarmed teen- 
agers were gunned down on the wide 
boulevard. Despite pleading from their hus- 
bands to leave the area, they remained where 
they stood in an apparent act of solidarity 
with die fallen. 

The scene was repeated numerous times. 
Demonstrating schoolgirls were fired on but 
kept marching, stepping over the bodies of 
their wounded dassmates. 

Nearly the entire teen-age population 
appeared to have joined the revolt. /A lun- 
cheon guest watched as die son of his host, a 
retired police officer, pleaded for his father’s 
East German-made revolver so he could 
shoot the " Russian killers. ” 

The father would not let him leave the 
house, but thousands of others actively par- 
ticipated in the week-long disturbances. 

Hie frustration at the lack of world concern 
was almost palpable, said a foreign traveler 
who witnessed several demonstrations. 

“ Where is Carter, the self-prod aimed 
guardian of human rights ? ” they shouted on 
the streets. “ Are we not human beings ? 
Why are the United Nations and other world 
organizations silent about Russian massacres 

in Afghanistan ? ” 

The impact of the children’s revolt was 
expected to be far-reaching. * 4 BadaT or 
“revenge” is die first and foremost of 
Afghanistan’s still rigidly adhered- to tribal 
code, known as “ pushtunwali. ” 

A Westerner who has observed Afghan 
society first-hand said the fathers of the slain 
students would not only lose face publidy if 
they failed to act, but also the total respect of 
their wives and families. 44 They would be 
completely ostracized, ” he said.

especially useful for the development of pro- 
ductive sectors with assignation of resources 
based on the intensive utilization of the pro- 
duction factor most abundant in the under- 
developed countries, labour.

Q — Do you see in the Soviet intervention 
in Afghanistan an act of invasion and occupa- 
tion and how do you propose to deal with it in 
conjunction with Europe and do you think it 
could lead to a greater conflict in the region? 

A — The Spanish government, from the 
very beginning, has condemned very firmly 
the arm ed aggression against Afghanistan, an 
Islamic and non-aligned country still under 
the military occupation of a foreign power, 
violating the principles and purposes of the 
charter of the United Nations. 


Spain, which voted in favour of the resolu- 
tion of the general assembly, approved on 
January last, considers necessary the 
immediate retreat of all the foreign troops, 
1 that the inalienable rights of the Afghan peo- 
ple to decide over their own destiny be 
granted and that such a decision be guaran- 
teed an respected by the great powers as well 
as by the other countries of the region. 

Q — Do you think that the Iranian crisis 
could lead to war in the region? 

A — The crisis, which has arisen from the 
illegal capture of the American hostages 
where the most elementary norms of interna- 
tional law and of the agreements ruling dip* 
Iomatic relations have been violated, is seri- 


ously preoccupying. Spain is deeply con- 
scious of its gravity and it has not spared 
efforts in order to try to put an end to this 
illegal action and obtain a peaceful solution 
to this conflict. 

We are hopeful, therefore, that good sense 
will prevail in all sides and that it will be 
possible to put an end. by peaceful means, to 
a situation that if it would be prolonged 
would endanger the peace and stability in the 
region bringing forward a conflict of unpre- 
dictable consequences. 

Q — What are Spain's most pressing prob- 
lems, politically and socially and economi- 
cally. How are you tackling them. How is the 
economy faring since your leadership com- 
menced. Are you satisfied with the progress 
that parliamentary democracy has made in 
the country? 

A — The most pressing problems and 
therefore those to whom we give priority, are 
the articulation of tile automatic model of our 
state, in accordance with the constitution: the 
alternative to the economic crisis and spe- 
cially to the employment problem where 
there is a need to insist on a collective interest 
for a greater productivity, saving and con- 
tinuous stimulous of investment, finally, to 
obtain a greater dominion of law, particularly 
in the fight against terrorism, the protection 
of security for citizen life and a quick acting of .

A nation of surprises 

West rediscovers China 


PEKING, May 6 (AP) — Westerners now 
living in Communist China have re- 
discovered some half-forgotten truths, 
among them that behind the gray uniformity 
the Chinese are a quids, intelligent and 
imaginative people. 

They also have been found — on occasion 
— to be wondrously arrogant, stubborn and 
bureaucratic. 

At first glimpse, the Chinese seem like 
automatons in their blue boiler suits, pedal- 
ling bicydes 2.5 milli on- strong to Pe king j obs 
which vary very little each day. 

Behind the handlebars may be a sdentific 
savant, a ballet dancer, an architect, a foreign 
ministry section chief, a cook with sublime 
taste. 

Foreign experts descending on China to 
impart their knowledge to the backward 
Chinese are shocked to discover that their 
subjects are not so dumb after all. In fact 
from U.S. architect Buckminister Fuller to 
Boston Symphony conductor Seiji Ozawa, 
most foreign experts have been astonished to 
find how experts — at least in book know- 
ledge — their Chinese opposite numbers can 
be. 

AH this would be little more than passing 
interest if the Chinese were not embarked on 
a bold modernization program which 


requires not only brawn but brains. 

The nation’s 760 million peasants and 100 
million workers will supply the musde. The 
gray matter, still woefully in short supply, is 
being cranked out of the schools and univer- 
sities. 

What they need, besides schooling, is 
advanced technology. During tire dark 
decade between 1966 and 1976, when the 
Communist party’s ultra-leftists exerted a 
malign influence over all aspects of Chinese 
sodety, China fell far behind the rest of the 
world. 

It hopes to catch up in the next 20 years. 

To do so it is moving from a period erf 
severe repression to one of comparative free- 
dom. Old habits, customs, prejudices are 
breaking up like ice in a warming sea. 1 1 is one 
of the most exdting times in recent Chinese 
history. 

It also is one of the most frustrating for 
every Chinese eagerly seeking change and 
progress there are perhaps two who are sul- 
lenly opposed to anything that smacks of dar- 
ing or adventure. 

For the most part, they are the bureaucrats. 
In the bad old days of the Maoist era. they 
ruled supreme with their rubber stamps and 
copies in triplicate. 

The cruel excesses to which they were’ 
prone are only now being told in revolting 
detail. The guiltiest were the public security 
bureaus which took the law, such as it was, 
into their own bands, and equated defense of 
the accused with treason against the state. 

After them came leaders of the Communist 
party, chiefly the ultra-leftists, the so-called 
“ Gang of Four” led by the late chairman Mao 
Tse- Tung’s wife, Chiang CSring. A frown 
from them meant prison, a scowl death. Mil- 
lions of careers were broken on the wheel of 
their displeasure. 

Visitors to China in those terrible times 
found the general population sullen and 
dull-eyed. An attempt to talk produced 
fright. 

Today, smiles, curiosity and expressions of 
interest or sympathy evoke quick responses. 
In the experience of Americans who knew 
China 35 years ago, never have the Chinese 
been so amusing, witty or receptive. 

Despite 30 years of off- again, on-again 
socialisms, the Chinese remains an indi- 
vidual, not a machine. His taste for exquisite 
food, good music and lively theater are undul- 
led by the worst excesses of Marxism. What 
makes socialism half-way acceptable is that 
these delights can now be had by more people 
than ever, at prices they can afford. 

The new freedom which followed Mao's 
death and suppression of the 44 Gang of Foui” 
in 1976 has brought about a renaissance in all 
the arts. Realism is the watchword, the slogan 
of the new revolution. Love no longer is a 
dirty word. Movies, plays books, and televi- 
sion programs which merely entertain are 
found to have a social value: they provide 
relaxation after a hard day's work. 

Television, which a few years ago turned 
audiences away because of its dullness and 
preachiness, now is the rage. An American 
undersea epic called Nautilus is the talk of the 


town. Life grinds to a standstill when it comes 
on each Saturday night. 

Old American movies, sports events, 
amateur hours, newsreels, unbroken hours of 
ballet, Peking opera and symphonic perfor- 
mances are available on Peking’s three chan- 
nels, with little or no advertising. 

The Chinese have discovered, also, that 
propaganda can be served in swaliowable 
does . if enough skill is used. Old leftist 
movies such as Street Angels, made in Shan- 
ghai in the 1930's, deliver their messages of 
poverty and inequality through a combina- 
tion of acting, wit and honesty. Frequently 
re-run. Street Angels is a current favorite. 

All this has made television the hottest 
item on the Chinese shopping list. Production 
has tripled, from one milli on to three million 
sets a year. 

If there is revolution in China these days it 
is a revolution of rising expectations. The 
movies, television, commercial advertising, 
even the newspapers have opened up win- 
dows to the outside world which have whet- 
ted the Chinese appetite for the material 
things socialism so long has boasted it can 
provide. 

None of this means socialism is being dis- 
carded. The benefits it has brought the Chin- 
ese are eveiywhere apparent. Disease, 
famine crime, natural disasters have been 
controlled or contained. Millions of people 
shop outside Tienmen Gate 35 years ago, are 
better off. 

“For us working people," he said, “things 
- are really better. Now I work 48 hours a week 
instead of 60. My rent is cheap. I only had two 
years of school, but my children have all gone 
through high school --for nothing — and one 
is going to college." 


WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP) — Army 
Col. Charles Beckwith, who led the unsuc- 
cessful co mmand o raid to free Americans 
held in Iran, has told members of the U.S. 
Congress that another rescue mission should 
be mounted if the hostages can be located. 

“He just said that if we could find out 
where the hostages are, we should go back in 
and pick them up," said New York Democrat 
Samuel S. Stratton, following a three-hour 
dosed door meeting of the House armed ser- 
vices committee Monday. 

The 50 American hostages who had been 
held at the U.S. embassy since last November 
were moved, scattered among a number of 
Iranian dries after the commando group’s 
aborted effort to rescue them. 

Beckwith, called before the House panel to 
give details of the aborted mission, also was 
quoted as saying that taking more than eight 
helicopters would have made the operation 
too cumbersome. Three of the eight choppers 
taken on the mission broke down and the 
operation was scrubbed. 

“Beckwith said he was satisfied with eight 
because if you add more it takes more C-I30s 
(cargo planes) to fuel them and makes the 
whole thing too cumbersome for stealth," 
said Alabama Republican William Dickin- 
son. 


Stratton quoted . Beckwith as sayni;i^ 
aborted the effort when the three helicopter 
broke down, because if he had continued the 
mission he would have had to leave 1 5 to II 
of his commandos behind. 

“He said every man had several jobs to A 
and he just could not figure how he could gc 
in with 15 or 18 fewer men." Stratton said 
“ Obviously, he was veiy upset at not beiuj 
able to cany it out," Stratton said. 

But he said he believes Beckwith con 
vinced the committee that he and not souk 
higher authority actually decided the missior 
had to be cancelled. "Once he said the mis 
si on would not go. that was it,” Stratton said 
He said Beckwith told the committee tht 
helicopter pilots and commandos did no 
argue with the dedskm. 

Before the session, some committee mem 
bers expressed doubts that Beckwith had 
concurred in tiie decision to halt the mission 
The commander told reporters last weci 
that he recommended the mission be abortec 
after three of the eight helicopters broke 
down by the time the commandos hac 
gathered at the refueling ate on the Iraniai 
desert. 

Going ahead with five helicopters, Beck- 
with said, would have risked "murdering £ 
bunch of the finest soldiers in the world.” 



Gold mostly lower 

Low interest rates cut dollar 


LONDON, May 6 (AP) — As the cost of 
borrowing fell in the United States, the value 
of the dollar abroad also went down Tuesday. 
Gold prices were mostly lower. 

With major U.S. banks lowering their 
prime lending rates to 17 ft -per bent — a fall 
of 2 ft -points since mid- April — the dollar 
holdings lost their attraction for foreign 
investors. 

Interest rates are dropping because of 
shrivelling loan demand in the recession-hit 
U.S. economy. The remit is dollar selling on 
foreign exchanges. 

One European money trader said “the 
market isn’t active ” 

Gold was down in quiet trading. At Lon- 
don' s big five bullion houses, gold dosed at $ 
512.50 a troy ounce, down from $ 518 last 
Friday. London markets were dosed Monday 
for May Day bank holiday. 


In Zurich, gold dosed at 512.50 an ounce, 
down from $ 515.50 at the dose Monday. 

Silver was worth $ 13.55 an ounce in Lon- 
don, up from $ 12.85 Friday. 

In Tokyo, where many banks also shut 
Monday for a holiday, the dollar closed at a 
four- month low of 234.10 yen compared to 
240.10 last Friday. Dealers attributed the 
plunge to the rapid fall in U.S. interest rates. 

In London, the British pound gained more 
than 2 ft -cents to S 2.2885 from $2.2627 last 
Friday, consolidating gains in New York 
Monday night.
